Lawmakers Can't See Reagan A s President 


SACRAMENTO (API - Cali­ 
fornia legislators give Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan a mixed rating as 
governor — ranging from poor 
to good — but most say he isn’t 
qualified to be president. 


An Associated Press poll of 
the lawmakers also showed to­ 
day that a majority of those 
responding believe Reagan will 
become an active candidate for 
t h e 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination this year. 


“ He is now!” said one Re­ 
publican assemblyman 
In an attempt to get a frank 
appraisal from the legislators, 
they were told they would not 
be quoted by name on questions 
dealing with their assessments 
of the governor. The replies 
generally followed party lines, 
but not always. 
Of 50 senators and assembly­ 
men replying, out of 120 law­ 
makers, 17 said Reagan was a 
good governor, 17 assessed him 


as fair, and 16 poor All 16 who 
gave Reagan a low rating were 
Democrats, and only one Dem­ 
ocrat said Reagan was a good 
governor during his first full 
year in office. 
Eleven Democrats and six Re­ 
publicans listed his performance 
as fair. 
“ Fair and improving.” com­ 
mented one Republican. 
“ Fair, but 1 expect he will 
greatly improve in 1960.” wrote 
another. 


Thirty-eight lawmakers said 
Reagan isn't qualified to be 
president 
T h i s included 25 
Democrats and 13 Republicans 
Only one Democrat said he was 
qualified. 


Twenty-three Democrats and 
10 Republicans are convinced 
Reagan will seek the presidency 
this year although he contends 
now. “ 1 am not a candidate." 


Two Democrats and 12 Re­ 
publicans didn’t think he would 


make a bid for the White House

T h e n something happened. 
The Congress, for reasons not 
too readily explained in 1968. 
became negligent and failed to 
always appropriate the match­ 
ing share for deposit in the 
trust fund. Sometimes it ap­ 
propriated only a token amount. 
This sort of thing went on for 
years and the result is precisely 
what you think. 
As of today, using round 
figures, the United S t a t e s 
government 
owes 
the 
Civil 
Service Retirement Fund the 
sum of $42 billion. This huge 
sum is necessary if the fund is 
to be kept actuarily sound. The 
Civil Service Retirement Board 
knows this quite well. 
Over the years, some sporadic 
efforts have been made to ap­ 
propriate not only what was 
called for under the law. but 
sometimes even larger amounts, 
so that the government's deficit 
could be liquidated. Somehow, 
because of continuing deficits in 
the national budget, the efforts 
never succeeded. And so today 
you have the spectacle of a fund 
administered by the federal 
government itself which, in the 
words of the chairman of the 
retirement board, is headed for 
bankruptcy. 
If any private insurance com­ 
pany undertook such didoes a 
grand jury would quickly in­

Chronicle executives did dis­ 
tribute early today a six-page, 
8*4 by 13 inch, edition apparent­ 
ly run off on an office copying 
machine. “ We apologize to all of 
you for this drastically cur­ 
tailed publication.” a front page 
editorial said. An unidentified 
spokesman estimated no more 
than 2.000 of the papers were 
run off. 
The Mailers Union went on 
strike at 8:45 p.m. yesterday. 
The mailers said they have 
worked at the Chronicle-Exami- 
ner plant without a contract 
since last March 4. and that 
they put up their own picket 
line after a strike vote and ob­ 
taining sanction from the inter­ 
national union.

Oakland Goes Big League 


SAN FRANCISCANS FREQUENT­ 
LY tend to think of themselves as 
very cosmopolitan and very sophisti­ 
cated. 
But they are often in fact quite the 
opposite. 
Consider a San Francisco sophis­ 
ticate's view of Oakland. What’s-his- 
name, the best-known columnist in that 
San Francisco newspaper which im­ 
modestly calls itself “ The Voice of the 
West.” delights his pseudo-sophisticate 
San Francisco readers with occasional 
denigrations of Oakland. 
Oakland cultural events are the sub­ 
ject of special derrogation. What's-his- 
name seemingly revels in demeaning 
the Oakland Symphony in his column 
Fact is. Oakland has a symphony this 
\ear. San Francisco does not: at least 
not so far. 
It was until very recently fashion­ 
able for San Francisco pseudo-sophis­ 
ticates to look down their noses at the 
Oakland Raiders professional football 
team. 
That stopped rather abruptly this 
season as the Raiders scared the day­ 
lights out of the 49ers in a pre-season 
game. The Raiders wound up winning 
13 games this season — more than the 
'49ers have won in two seasons put to­ 
gether in recent years. The Raiders 
won their division championship, some­ 
thing the *49ers have never done in 
their 20-vear history. 
The Raiders went on to win their 
league championship, decisively. The 
49ers have yet to work their way into 
a league championship game. 
The doughty, plucky Raiders may 
well give the awesome Green Bay 
Packers a run tor their money in the 
forthcoming interleague playoff. 


OAKLAND’S SUPPORT of profes­ 
sional sports does not end with the 
Raiders. Oakland has its own American 
Basketball League team, the Oaks, and 
the San Francisco Warriors of the Na­ 
tional Basketball Association have seen 
fit to play a good part of their 1967-68 
“ home game'' schedule in Oakland, in 
preference to San Francisco. 
San Francisco's National Hockey 
League team, the Seals, pulled up 
stakes and moved its home to Oakland. 
Now they are the Oakland Seals. 


In professional soccer's first season 
last year, the Oakland Clippers ac­ 
quitted themselves quite creditably. 
San Francisco's Golden Gate Gales did 
not do well at all. 
This year, Oakland will have its own 
American League baseball team with 
the former Kansas City franchise. 


There is nothing “ bush league’ 
about Oakland's support of big-time 
professional athletics. 


A LEADING SPORTS COLUMNIST 
for that other San Francisco news­ 
paper. which immodestly describes it­ 
self as “The Monarch of the Dailies." 
enjoys poking fun at the ban on the 
sale of alcoholic beverages at Oak­ 
land's beautiful new Coliseum. 
Actually, this is benefitting Oakland 
probably far more than San Francis­ 
cans would like to believe. 
It is commonly heard that the rea­ 
son the '49ers drew only about half as 
many people to their home games this 
season as did the Raiders was plainly 
and simply a matter of the won-lost 
records of the teams. This is some­ 
times expanded to include a need for 
some exciting new players on the 
49ers team. 
Sometimes Kezar Sta­ 
dium's limitations are blamed. 


Those of us who ha\e sat in a San 
Francisco 
crowd — which 
suffered 
from too much to drink — have a 
different view. We don't like to watch 
*49er games twin or lose) in person 
because of the behavior of the San 
Franciscans we find ourselves sitting 
among. 


After drinking too much they become 
vulgar, profane, obscene and generally 
obnoxious. It isn't a place one wants 
to take his wife and family. And even 
if you go “ stag," who wants to have 
food, drink and sometimes worse 
slopped down his back from the drunks 
sitting in the next row up? 
No, thanks. Give us Oakland Coli­ 
seum's atmosphere. 
It is not above 
criticism at times. But at worst it is the 
lesser of two evils by a wide margin. 


() A K L A N O S INTERNATIONAL 
Airport comes in for jibes too. 
Like 
the 
Richmond - San 
Rafael 
Bridge, it was built before a crisis. 
Further like the Richmond-San Ra- 
lael Bridge, there is a need for it. The 
rapidly increasing traffic it carries is 
proof of that. 
Getting in and out of Oakland Air­ 
port from Marin is infinitely easier 
than 
San 
Francisco 
International. 
Parking charges are far less exhorbi- 
tant. The distance from where you park 
your car to where you take or meet 
your plane is considerably shorter in 
Oakland, although the growth in usage 
of Oakland Airport already has added 
to the average distance and decreased 
the convenience a bit. 


MANY SAN FRANCISCANS have a 
bad case of Pharisaism. 
If it persists, the rest of us will find 
ourselves preferring increasingly the 
attractions of Oakland, especially in 
professional spoils.

The proposal for a second

This is the prediction of one 
of the seven San Francisco 
directors who joined in a 9-4 
vote on Nov. 24 to bury the

district can study and even 
operate

transportation. 


ASKED TO EXPLAIN the

R-San Rafael, cau- 
ioned this week that expansion 
of the district’s power probably 
would not be enough to protect 
its revenue from “ raids” by 
other state agencies. Some new

He conceded he saw no pro­

NEW YORK (APt - He sat 
straight in the chair, a little, old 
man of 92. clad in a biack suit 
with a black vest buttoned up to 
the neck, gesturing animatedly, 
as 
he 
spoke 
of 
a 
religious 
founder whom no other living 
person knew so well. 


“ Nobody can recall him as 1 
can.” said Tarazu'llah Saman- 
dari. “ For six months, as a 
youth of 16 and 17. 1 was with 
him while he was a prisoner 
under house arrest. Such a great 
intelligence and power. 


“ 1 was twice present when 
hi* revealed words were com­ 
ing. and were recorded by his 
secretary. The would sit on 
the floor, with polished paper 
around him. Baha'u’llah would 
stand at the window, facing 
the room. 


“ In those two times. 1 see his 
face. 1 see his whole body, and 
the words would come unin­ 
terruptedly. very fast, like a tor­ 
rential rain. At other times, he 
is so majestic and so powerful it 
is difficult to look at him.” 


Such are the memories which 
Samandari, a “ Hand” of the 
Kaha'i faith, has of its founder, 
the Persian seer who a century 
ago proclaimed himself “ him 


whom God manifests.” offering 
what he termed revelations for 
the modern age. 
Comparatively, it's an infant 
religion, with a scattering of 
followers throughout the world, 
including about 20.000 in this 
country, including Marin, and ii 
is 
just 
now 
concluding 
the 
celebration 
of 
its 
centennial 
year. 
“ We think it's going to be­ 
come the world religion of the 
tuture — that a majority of peo­ 
ple will come to accept it,” said 
Arthur L. Dahl, a Carmel in­ 
vestment counselor and treas­ 
urer of the Baha'i National As­ 
sembly. 


“We're still in the beginning 
stage, just as Christianity was 
when it was only 100 years 
old. but with the same spirit of 
immediacy 
that 
Christianity 
had in its early years, and 
with the same tremendous im­ 
pact on individuals.” 


The faith emphasizes the unity 
of God. of mankind and of all 
religions, 
with an 
accent 
on 
practical 
ethics. 
It 
regards 
Baha'u’llah as the latest in a 
line of divine messengers, in­ 
cluding 
Abraham. 
M o s e s . 
Krishna. B u d d h a . Zoroaster, 
Christ and Mohammed. 
“ There have been many divine 


guides, 
each 
with 
a 
special 
dispensation for his own period 
of time.” said Samandari. on a 
tour 
in 
this 
country 
from 
Qazvin, near Teheran, Iran, the 
area of ancient Persia where the 
religion began. 


“ The coming of Baha'u'llah is 
exactly like the dispensation of 
Christ, 
who 
promised 
there 
would be new revelations that 
could not be given to the world 
at that time,” he added. 


Pausing, the old Persian sat 
for a moment, his hands pressed 
together on his knees, then he 
looked up, his blue eyes level 
behind 
dark-rimmed 
glasses, 
and he lifted both hands in a 
command for attention. 


“This 
iis 
very 
important.’’ 
Again 
he 
paused, 
while 
a 
translator relayed the phrase, 
and then he went on, his hands 
shaping his points. 


“A manifestation of God is 
like the sun, bringing light, heat 
and 
energy 
to 
the 
world. 
Baha’u’llah has given what is 
needed 
by mankind 
for 
this 
time. 
But 
there 
is 
always 
resistance, a fact of reality we 
know 
from 
history. 
But 
no 
power can 
finally resist 
the 
power of the word of God.” 


Baha'u'llah lived between 1817 


and 1892. claiming his divine 
mission in 1867 in a message to 
the rulers of the world urging 
disarmament, peace and justice. 


He spent much of his life 
afterward in prison or under 
house arrest at the behest of the 
P e r s i a n 
a n d 
T u r k i s h 
governments 
w h o 
suspected 
revolutionary tendencies among 
followers. He wrote profusely, 
about 100 books, most of them 
still 
untranslated 
from 
t h e 
Arabic. 


“ Set your faces toward unity,” 
was his recurring theme, and he 
applied it to harmonizing races, 
nations, religions.

Here are the dreary statistics 
The 1967 season was down 42 
per cent from a year earlier— 
the worst buck kill in California 
in 22 years 
The final 1967 buck tag count 
was 40.000. down from the tag 
count ot 69.118 in 1966 The tag 
return to the Department of 
Fish and Game was the lowest 
since 
1945, when 38.129 buck 
tags came in, 
Beauchamp, assistant to b i g 
game coordinator Wallace Mac­ 


Gregor. and other department 
deer watchers lay most of ttie 
blame on a combination of sev­ 
eral natural conditions. 


They b l a m e the weather, 
length of the Northern Califor­ 
nia season, the condition of the 
range, reduced hunting pressure 
and Fish and Game’s experi­ 
mental new system of self-vali­ 
dation of deer tags. 


For one thing, last year there 
was a lower population of legal 
bucks in northeastern California 
because of poor fawn production 
and survival. 


"This is something that ha-

years,” notes B e a u c h a m p 
"W e’ve had a range condition 
leading to the poor condition of 
the animals themselves. 


"W e’ve had a high population 
of deer that was out of balance

Raiders Given Tips 


For The Super Bowl 


For the benefit of the Oakland Raiders of the 
American Football League, who will have to play the 
Green Bay Packers of the National Football League, 
here are a few valuable pointers they may want to 
have for that game. 
When a pass falls to the ground between the 
passer and the receiver or beyond for any reason at all. 
hut particularly because the defensive lineman gives 
the intended receiver a whack at the line ol scrimmage 
before he goes out. this is what is called an 
in­ 
complete pass.” It is perfectly legal although there 
hasn't been more than one or two in the AFL since its! 
inception. 
When a pass is thrown from a quarterback to an 
oiigihle receiver, it is perfectly permissible tor a 
member of the defensive team to catch it if he is closer 
to the hall. This is known as “ intercepting ' a pass. It. 
too, is legal and. in fact, when you’re playing the Green! 
Bay Packers, even likely. 


Hey! Defense Can Recover Fumble 


A fumble is a free hall and may he fallen on by 
anyone, not necessarily the man who fumbles it. If. as 
never happens in the AFL, the ball is fallen on by a 
member of the defensive team, the ball goes over to 
them. 
When a man is running with the football, feel iree 
to jump on him and knock him down. This is called a 
"tackle.” It may be made at any time and it is not. 
repeat not, necessary to wait until the man with the 
football has run 80 to 90 yards. 
There are other ways to get the football besides 
letting the other guys score and then having them kick 
off to you. You can, for instance, stop them three times 
within 10 yards and they will be forced to punt. 


A “ punt” is a kick made from the line of scrim­ 
mage which distinguishes it from the kicks oif a tee 
which are the only kind made in the AFL. 


Blocking Legal In Other League 


When a ball-carrier is carrying the ball, it is not 
only possible for a member of the defensive team to 
knock him down, it is also possible for a member of the | 
offensive team to knock somebody down. This is called 
“ blocking.” 
There is no law which says that a quarterback j 
must be allowed to get a pass off. A condition of play 
known as “ eating the football” is frequently employed 
by quarterbacks in the other league and is habitually 
forced upon them by linebackers who frequently in­ 
dulge in a style of defensive attack where they do not 
drift hack to tackle receivers after they have caught 
the football but, rather, tackle the passer before he 
throws it. This is known as “ blitzing,” “ red dogging, 
“ shooting the gap. and so on. It is frowned on in the 
AFL. For one thing, it holds the score down. 


It is not. repeat not, necessary to have a point 
total at, or in excess of, 80. A game is perfectly legal if 
it ends 7-0. 
The average offensive play does not, repeat not. 
have to reach or exceed 17 yards.

Art Doctor Frank Dor land At Work 


M 2 
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Beneath 
The Grime 
Of Old 
Paintings 


By ALAN JONES 


Frank Dorland is part doctor, 
part lawyer, a large part detec­ 
tive and more than a little 
crusader. 
j 
The patients a-t his Panoramic 
Highway home overlooking Mill 
Valley are some of the most 
valued paintings in the western 
United States. Dorland, who is 
aided by his wife at the work, is 
one of the nation's handful of art 
conservators — a profession that 
goes considerably beyond the 
routine cleaning or repainting of 
a damaged painting. 
Repainting, in fact, is one of 
the last things a conservator 
wants to do — the artist’s work 
is to be preserved, not im­ 
proved. Dorland has spent a 
good part of his life correcting 
botchwork 
done 
by 
a r t 
"restorers” who painted over 
"bad spots" on valuable old can­ 
vases. 


THE BAD spots most often 
are the result of neglect or im­ 
proper care by the owner, and 
frequently can be remedied by 
skillful cleaning alone. 
Mistreatment of v a l u a b l e 
paintings is not restricted to 
private owners. Most museums 
treat 
their a c q u i s i t i o n s 
shamefully, 
a c c o r d i n g to 
Dorland. and only a handful take 
the simple steps needed to guard 
their works against the ravages 
of time. 
All 
that’s needed, 
Dorland 
says, is for paintings to be pro­ 
perly cleaned, then a layer of 
wax and varnish applied to seal 


(Hit the air and moisture which 
damage paintings. A proper air­ 
tight coating can keep a painting 
like new for 50 years between 
cleanings, and for hundreds of 
years in all. 


BUT MUSEUMS which may 
spend 
millions 
acquiring 
art 
usually won’t spend the relative­ 
ly small sums needed to keep 
them up. 
Why 
not? 
According 
t o 
Dorland. 
it's 
because 
mo6t 


museum directors haven’t a clue 
about keeping art in g.>od con­ 
dition. 
"They’re very good at cocktail 
parties and getting along with 


patrons,’’ 
Dorland 
says. 
But 
most of them simply don't know 
about art maintenance. 
Rather 
than 
protect 
them, 
most museums will let their 


works go for years and "then 
choose a few old works to be 
restored at considerable co6t.” 


PROTECTION and prevention 
would be cheaper and bring 
better results, he says. 
Dorland is at pains to dispel 
some public myths about fine 
art and restoration. 
First 
myth 
is 
that 
"Old 
Masters” are dark, dingy paint­ 
ings 
beautifully 
drawn 
but 
abysmally colored. Not so, and 
Dorland proves it every time he 
goes to work on an old painting 
soiled by years of oxidation, soot 
and indiscriminate care. 


DEMONSTRATING recently 
for a class of Mills College art 
seniors, he took a darkened turn 
ofthe-century 
copy 
of 
"The 
Horse 
Fair” and in a few 
minutes restored a portion of it 
to its original almostrwhite col­ 
or, using an acetone-mineral 
.spirits solution on a cotton swab 
and gently rolling off the ac­ 
cumulated layers of varnish am! 
grime. 
Cleaning was easy because the 
proper sorts of varnish, easily

them to the grave. 


“ TH ERE IS no secret in this 
business," Dorland says flatly, 
“ if anyone tells you he has a 
secret process, it means he 
doesn’t know what he’s doing 
but doesn’t want to tell you so." 
Museums don’t allow restorers 
to 
work 
on 
their 
paintings 
without first knowing exactly 
what will be done to them and 
what processes will be used. 
The detective work required of 
an art conservator can lead 
down some strange byways. On 
occasion, 
examination 
h as 
shown a painting might be a 
fake, or a painting on top of 
another painting. 


IN SUCH cases, forgery might 
be involved, or some latter-day 
artist may have tried to improve 
or change the original for some 
reason. 
All such trickery comes to 
light in the Dorland laboratory, 
which is filled with gadgets that 
would do a spy movie proud 
There is photo equipment, in­ 
cluding ultra-violet and infra-red 
lights, a dental drill and hand 
tools, microscopes to examine 
the crystal structure of paints, 
centuries-old 
books 
a b o u t 
painting, 
vials 
of 
powdered 
pigments, bottles of pure wax 
and varnishes, hot plates, a heat 
table and other paraphernalia. 


THE FIRST step in treating 
any painting is to photograph 
and examine the work closely to 
see what can be done. Then a 
contract is negotiated, unless 
the Dorlands decide not to take 
the job. Now the real work 
begins. 
In one case, a preliminary X- 
ray of a Mexican painting show­ 
ed that the three horsemen in 
the 
foreground 
had 
be e n 
tampered with — they weren’t a 
part of the original painting 
Painstaking cleaning and work 
with hand dental tools brought 
back the original painting of two 
men 
and 
two 
women 
o n 
horseback, all landed gentry and 
evidently u n a c c e p t a b l e to 
revolutionary 
Mexico. 
T h e y 
were painted out and replaced 
by three revolutionaries with big 
hats and bandoliers slung over 
their shoulders. 
BEFO RE ANYTHING is done 


to the surface, the canvas is 
placed back to back with a new 
linen canvas, pre-stretched to 
take the strain while holding the 
old canvas flat. The two are 
sealed together by a coat of wax 
w h i c h w i l l h o l d t h e m 
permanently, yet will allow tliem 
to be separated by application of 
165-degree heat. 
Cleaning starts on the least 
important part of the painting, 
u s u a l l y 
near 
an 
edge 
somewhere, so that if a mistake 
is 
made 
the 
least 
possible 
damage is done. 
The painting has been ex­ 
amined 
first 
to 
see w h a t 
varnishes and coatings are on it 
and what chemicals can be used 
to clean it safely. 


ONCE CLEANED, the next 
step depends on the agreement 
with the owner. An Old Master 
may simply be sealed up again 
with protective coating, and with 
no attempt to repair damage. 
In other cases, p h y s i c a l 
damage may be repaired and 
missing 
patches 
of 
p a i n t 
carefully r e p a i n t e d . One 
painting on Dorland’s wall was 
sat on at a cocktail party, leav­ 
ing a large rip across a moonlit 
mission. 
For repainting. Dorland uses 
the microscope to learn the 
types of pigment used, then uses 
identical ones in the repair 
work. This insures that the new 
and old paint will not color dif­ 
ferently in future years. Tiie 
paint is applied on a near- 
microscopic scale, 
using 
the 
dental drill to fill in much like 
filling a tooth. 


FROM THE restorer’s point of 
viewr, Uie best painting was done 
before the 18th Century'. In the 
old days, painters wx>re brought 
up from youth in the guild 
system, learning the technical 
end of painting as well as tl»e 
artistic, such as g r i n d i n g 
pigments and mixing their own 
paints. As a matter of course 
they used the best materials, 
h a n d w o v e n 
canvas, 
pure 
pigments and oils, and good 
varnishes and waxes. 
A painting of this sort can be 
restored to its original quality 
with no difficulty. 
But painters of more recent

His Job: To Undo 
Years Of Neglect 


ART CONSERVATOR 
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c e n t u r i e s , 
p a r t icularly 
Americans, used w h a t e v e r 
materials were available, cheap 
paint and canvases and com­ 
mercially-made materials pro­ 
duced for profit instead of quali­ 
ty and durability. Such stuff, no 
matter how good the art, is 
much 
harder 
to 
clean 
and 
restore. 


THE GREATEST damage to 
paintings today is caused by 
smog, 
cigarette 
smoke 
and 
similar 
20th 
Century 
a i r 
pollutants. Sulfides c o m b i n e 
with the paint to darken it and 
the paint must often be desul- 
fured to get the colors back. 
One pernicious habit in times 
past was that in English estates, 
when the butler was assigned 
once a year to take a bucket of 
varnish around and slap a new 
coat onto the family gallery. The 
varnish, far from preserving the 
paintings, only sealed in each 
year’s accumulation of soot and 
grime. The paintings usually 
darkened 
t o 
unrecognizable 
respectability in a few years. 
Paintings are not the only art 
works that suffer from neglect. 
Dorland 
can 
spread 
o u t 
photographs of several 
well- 
known statues in Golden Gate 
Park 
— 
Rodin’s 
“ Thinker,” 
Fray Junipero Serra and Fran­ 
cis Scott Key — all blackened 
and 
streaked 
from 
pigeons, 
pollution and the salt-laden fog.

LETTING STATUES get in 
such condition is “ disgraceful,” 
Dorland says. “ People can’t be 
inspired by looking at something 
like that." And as it is with 
paintings, prevention is simple. 
The statues only need to be 
cleaned once and then protected 
with an annual ccat of wax to 
seal out the air. he advises. 
If art conservation is a tradi­ 
tional trade, Dorland comes by 


i t in an appropriately traditional 
way. His grandfather was a 
photographer and a restorer of 


art 
and 
photographs 
in 
the 
Midwest. In the early days of 
photography, daguerrotypes and 
tintypes aged rapidly and need­ 
ed restoring just like paintings. 
Dorland planned to become a 
doctor, but found somewhere in 
pre-medical school he liked the 
art world better. 


W HILE TH ERE are now one 
or two universities where art 
conservation is taught, there was 
none when the Dorlands started 
out. .So instead, they toured all 
the 
major 
museums 
in 
the 
United States, visiting each one 
that had a cleaning and restora­ 
tion laboratory to learn what 
they could. 
To their surprise, they found 
only three or four museums had 
anything more than rudimentary 
equipment or understanding of 
the 
technique. 
They 
learned 
what they could from these out­ 
posts and went into business on 
their own. 
They are now consultants to 
several Bay Area museums, and 
have often been called on to 
authenticate or evaluate such in­ 
ternationally known works as 
the “ Virgin of Kazan,” the ikon 
displayed 
at the 
New 
York 
World’s 
Fair 
along 
w i t h 
Michelangelo’s “ Pieta” from the 
Vatican. 


HOW 
DOES Dorland relax 
from his painstaking job? By 
painting, what else? But his 
painting looks nothing like the 
t r a d i t i o n al representational 
works he restores. His painting 
is fluid and non-representational, 
for good reason. 
“ After I spent all day work­ 
ing on an eyebrow or a hand,” 
he says, “ I don’t want to go 
paint another hand, 1 want to 
express an emotion, and 1 don’t 
want to spend five days doing 
it.” 
The results are small, often 
brilliantly-colored paintings with 
a freedom from form that is the 
antithesis of the paintings lining 
his laboratory walls. 
What sounds like a busman’s 
holiday really isn’t that at all.

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A Sensational Murder Case In Marin 


Gangland Killing In Prohibition Era 
Attracted Widespread Public Interest

A hired gun, g a n g l a n d 
vengeance, murder on a lonely 
beach, a beautiful woman — all 
this 
sounds 
like 
a 
plot 
a 
television writer might concoct. 
Hut it is all part of a real 
episode that took place in Marin 
during the violent prohibition 
era. 
Rum-runners made fortunes 
at the time when manufacture 
and sale of liquor were illegal. 
The illicit goods were brought 
by boat to landings on isolated 
ranches on the ocean and bay 
shores of the county, and taken 
by 
truck 
to 
San 
Francisco. 
Moonshiners made hay as well 
as liquor. 


IT WAS SAID that some of the 
ranchers were aware of the 
landings on their property, but 
were silenced by a share of the 
profits. Others, no doubt, were 
unaware of the nocturnal traffic. 
A telephone call would suffice 
to bring home delivery ol liquor. 
Speakeasies 
flourished, 
too. 
There was an aura of mystery 
about them 
and 
they 
were 
operated much like a private 
club If you knew the right peo­ 


ple you were admitted without 
question. A certain knock would 
be the “ open, Sesame.” 
The bootlegging establishments 
were everywhere in Marin, in 
basements of private homes and 
in backrooms of restaurants. 
Hard liquor and w ine were serv­ 
ed in cups in many e a t i n g 
places. 


T H E R E W E R E m a n y 
whispered 
references 
to 
the 
landings of illegal spirits along 
Marin’s shores. However, no one 
dared to report what they knew 
to federal agents. 
Once, a 55-foot powerboat was 
found floating off Point Reyes. 
All identification 
marks had 
been removed from the craft. 
The name had been sheared off 
by an ax. The boat was believed 
to be a rum-runner craft which 
had been lujacked, the crew 
murdered and the bodies thrown 
overboard. 
However, 
one 
story 
of 
gangland vengeance in Marin 
was unfolded before the public 
because a brave woman lived to 
tell a weird story. 


ON MAY 21, 1930, Melvecn G. 
(Nick) Sturtevant of Sausalito, 


along with other men including 
several from this county, was 
charged by government agents 
with operating a large still on a 
Hicks Valley ranch in Marin 
County. He appeared in federal 
court in San Francisco, pleaded 
guilty and testified against his 
former associates. 


While the federal jury was 
deliberating the case, Vincent 
(Peglegl 
Lucich 
approached 
Sturtevant and his companion. 
Mrs. Grace Herri, telling them 
he was a hired gunman who 
wasn’t being paid enough money 
by his gang. He asked Sturte­ 
vant to join him in hijacking a 
cargo of rum which he said was 
to be landed at Tomales Bay. 


“ Pogleg” invited Sturtevant 
and Mrs. Herri to go with him to 
view the place where the sup­ 
posed rum-runner was to land. 
As their automobile traveled 
north, they talked about the case 
in the federal court, speculated 
on what the jury’s verdict would 
be and laughed about the con­ 
sternation 
S t u r t e v a n t ’ s 
testimony had caused his former 
associates.

the automobile and walked along 
the beach.

A SLIGHT, beautiful woman, 
she spoke in a low voice.

The spectators buzzed with ex­ 
citement when a g r o u p of 
rough-looking characters, each 
wearing a white c a r n a t i o n 
boutonniere,

courtroom. Several were known 
to be citizens of the underworld 
Why had they come? Perhaps 
to intimidate the jury. Judge 
Butler, wlw always insisted on 
silence in his courtroom, threat­ 
ened to clear it unless the4 crowd 
was quiet.

watched the carnation-wearers 
closely. 
When the day’s session was 
over the mysterious visitors left 
witl*#ut incident, 


District Attorney Greer con­ 
tended that Lucich was a paid 
killer for a gang of bootleggers, 
who had operated for several 
years on the coast of North 
Marin. Boyd made an eloquent 
plea for Lucich. protesting his 
innocence. 
But 
the 
cross-ex­ 
amination of Mrs. Berri and 
other 
witnesses 
failed 
t o 
disprove their testimony. 


LUCICH WAS found guilty of 
first degree murder. 
Defense Attorney Boyd then 
made a dramatic plea for a new 
trial, saying a mystery witness 
of the killing had been found 
However, the verdict stood and 
Lucich began serving his sen­ 
tence July 
14. 
1930 
He was 
released tin parole July 14, 1947. 
There were several matters 
that could not be introduced dur­ 
ing the murder trial. 
It was rumored that Lucich 
had served time at Folsom; also 
that his right leg had been am­ 
putated below the knee after lie 
was injured in a machine gun 
battle when he was on a hi­ 
jacking raid of a truckload of 
illegal liquor at Halt Moon Bay.

England's 
rise 
to 
a 
world 
power in the early 19th Century 
is a golden chapter in the his­ 
tory of the once mighty British 
Empire. And a segment of its 
success belongs to Sir Stamford 
’ Raffles, the founder of Singa­ 
pore. 
The story of Raffles is one of 
the most interesting in English 
history. Here was a man who 
through sheer force of character 
opened the Far East to the 
Western world. But at the time 
of his heroic act, he was rebuked 
for paying too much for what 
has become a giant among the 
world's seaports — Singapore. 
in all of his endeavors in the 
Far East his one big foe was the 
9 bureaucracy of the staid East 
India Co., the powerful firm in 
which he launched his career as 
a clerk. 


■ ..A :* ’ 


By the age of 24. Raffles was 
an assistant secretary at Penang 
off Malaya. He was to know 
many heartaches, however, both 
personal and political, before his 
death 21 years later. 
Tlie assignment to Penang was 
the break he needed. And before 
tlie founding in 1819 of Singa­ 
pore, he had helped play a large 
part in the capture of Java 
from the Dutch and had se­ 
cured his role as a statesman 
He was humane, forceful, but 


considerate at all times—probab­ 
ly the one trait that kept him 
from a higher spot in England’s 
history. 
While the founding of Singa­ 
pore was his best known feat, 
he was also well respected as a 
zoologist, botanist, anthropolo­ 
gist, archaeologist, geologist and 
historian. For his history’ of 
Java he was elected a Fellow 
of the Royal Society. 
Some historians feel Raffles’ 
untimely death at 45 robbed 
England of greater achievements 
from the explorer-statesman. 
But as author Maurice Collis 
points out: What more could he 
have done? 
“ He had opened the door, had 
pointed the path, had provided 
the idea and performed the act. 
Singapore stood." 
Indeed, Raffles had set the 
stage for a new’ Asia. He had 
broken the Dutch hold and had 
opened the way for a new chap­ 
ter in the world trade.

Anyone who has attempted to 
assemble a “ style book" for a 
newspaper can testify that it is 
impossible to foresee all of the 
punctuation, abbreviation, capi­ 
talization and grammatical ques­ 
tions that arise in writing and 
publishing.

Margaret Nicholson, editor of 
Fowler’s “ Dictionary of Ameri- 
can-English Usage," has been 
confronted with the same situa 
tion here in compiling this small 
guide to manuscript preparation 
and editing. 
She has done as well as pos­ 
sible, 
concentrating 
on 
the 
basics, and duly noting the many 
differing practices of the various 
publishing houses. Her b o o k 
should be of greater interest to 
the writer, especially the begin 
ner, than to the editor, who. it 
is to be hoped, has mastered 
these fundamentals before being 
elevated to that status 
In addition to the best accept­ 
ed rules on punctuation and re­ 
lated tools, the book offers tlie 
novice author a clearer idea as 
to just what his responsibilities 
are toward the manuscript until 
it appears in print, and how to 
fulfill them. 
Incidentally, as Miss Nicholson 
repeats, the watchword in writ­ 
hing style is “ consistency "

Until the Little Green Man 
knocks at our door and offers to 
take us on a painless educational 
tour of the universe, the best 
way for Earthlings to learn is 
to read about Man’s pell-mell 
rush of research into outer and 
inner space. 
Here are three relatively pain­ 
less, 
sometimes 
entlualling. 
books for the layman and pre­ 
college student. 
Dr. Von Braun is the director 
of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration’s George 
C. Marshall Center, and was a 
pioneer in German and U. S. 
space programs. His book com­ 
piles a series of articles written 
for Popular Science magazine, 
updating them in orderly fash­ 
ion. 
He outlines problems of space 
flight, goals of lunar and plane­ 
tary' exploration, and tells how 
United States ingenuity proposes 
tu do the tasks. It’s an excellent 
briefing on NASA methods and 


attitudes. 
Mrs Hyde is an award-winning 
writer of children's s c i e n c e 
bodes, concerned in this volume 
with giving teen-agers and older 
pre-teens a broadly painted pic­ 
ture of man’s search for knowl­ 
edge inside the earth, in its 
seas, in Antarctica and outside 
the earth. 
Corliss’ book introduces the 
layman to the "when did it all 
begin — where will it end’’ ques­ 
tions cosmology tries to answer. 
It discusses the meaning of Ein ­ 
stein’s theories of relativity, the 
intriguing 
puzzles 
of 
Mars’ 
“ canals" and Jupiter’s wander­ 
ing red spot, the detection of 
quasars and other main targets 
of tlie hour for researchers. 
All three books are worth tlie 
time needed to read them, none 
is obscure or math-laden, and 
the only caution I would say is 
that nothing goes out of date so 
fast these days as a work on 
tlie state of man’s knowledge of 
the universe. The sketches in 
Von Braun’s book are poor, those

After his death, his 
brother, Simeon, celebrated his 
accomplishment In a pair of 
books, "A Biographical Sketch 
of the Life of William B Ide” 
and “ Who C o n q u e r e d Cal­ 
ifornia?” 
The two volumes, long out of 
print, have now been bound to­ 
gether by Rio Grande Press ot 
Glorieta, N.M., in an offset re­ 
print from the originals 
Both Ides considered the ac- 
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complishment of the Bear Flag­ 
gers much greater than it was 
in fact. Both were given to hy­ 
perbole — William, whose let­ 
ters and papers are freely quot­ 
ed. more so than his brother 
Their joint account of tlie Bear 
Flag Rebellion is in every line 
that of protagonist and propa­ 
gandist 


But if not history, it is defi 
niteiy the stuff of which history 
is made, and Rio Grande Press 
is to be congratulated for pre­ 
serving — in a nice imitation 
leather binding — these valu­ 
able contemporary accounts of 
the time when at least a little 
piece of California briefly flew 
the flag of an independent re­ 
public.

Although the title may be a bit 
confusing, “ West of the West’’ i.s 
a history of California —- which 
is, after all. west of the West 
t h a t 
m o s t 
chroniclers 
of 
Americana have written about. 
It is a rather different kind of 
history. Authors Robert Kirsch 
and William Murphy have drawn 
Iieavily 
f r o m 
contemporary 
sources to describe the events 
they relate — except in dealing 
with 
the earliest 
S p a n i s h 
explorations, which they sketch 
in an opening chapter 
There are, for instance, ac­ 
counts 
by 
privateer 
Woodes 
Rogers, explorer George Van­ 
couver, the Russian visitor Otto 
von Kotzebue, pioneers James 
Ohio Pattie and John Bidwell, 
and many more down to Frank 
Norris and Stuart Daggett 
The volume encompasses the 
whole period from tlie earliest 
Spaniards and Sir Francis Drake 
down to and including tin* San 
Francisco earthquake. It is not 
only excellent source material; 
the accounts are so well chosen 
and edited and the connecting 
accounts by Kirsch and Murphy 
< both members of tin1 editorial 
staff of tbe Los Angeles Times < 
so well done that the book also 
makes a highly readable history 
in itself.

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There are a few slips. 
For 
instance. 
Kirsch 
and 
Murphy identify live Russian set­ 
tlements at Bodega and Fori 
Ross as being one and the same, 
unaware that they were some 20 
miles apart. But tlve errors are 
minor, and the book as a whole 
is an excellent job.

The Roots Of Racial Violence

The reason the cities have 
been so ineffective in their at­ 
tempts to solve the crisis of the 
poor and the racial minorities is 
because they have adopted a 
fragmented, rather than a com­ 
prehensive, approach. And have 
done that only half-heartedly. 
So 
asserts 
San 
Francisco 
writer Paul Jacobs, a self-pro­ 
fessed 
radical, 
in 
his 
pro­ 
vocative book "Prelude to Riot.” 
A leadership void, the basic 
racist attitude of white America 
and an absence of sympathy, 
even an antagonism, for the 
poor are all factors contributing 
to the failure of the urban areas 
to halt the worsening plight of 
their poverty-stricken. 
To arrive at his contentions. 
Jacobs has made a study of Los 
Angeles which he feels has been 
the victim o f p a r t i c u l a r l y 
cynical and unfeeling leadership 
from its present mayor and its 
late police chief. 
In his book, he describes how 
he found in Los Angeles a city in 
which the police are untrained in 
human and community relations 
and frequently bigoted, in which 
the welfare program 
is un­ 
derstaffed 
and 
underfinanced 
and unsympathetic toward its 
clients, in which the employ­ 
ment programs are not designed 
to aid those most in need of such 
help, in which segregated hous­ 
ing is Che accepted way of life, 
in which health and medical 
services available to the ghetto 
dwellers are inadequate and dif­ 
ficult to obtain, in which the

schools offer inequitable educa­ 
tional opportunities and foster a 
feeling of inferiority and resent­ 
ment among the minorities. 
Finally, he attacks the “ post- 
Watts” investigation and find­ 
ings of the commission headed 
by John A. McCone as the kind 
of self-serving, self-absolving en­ 
deavor one should expect when 
representatives of those largely 
responsible for the creation of 
the conditions that have led to 
violence are called upon 
to 
analyze the debris. 
Finally, Jacobs makes it clear 
that he does not believe the 
situations he has uncovered and 
reported to be tlie exclusive 
problems of Los Angeles. They 
are present in all our cities, he 
warns. 
In 
some 
they 
have 
already exploded into Watts-like 
riots. In others, the dynamite 
could go off at any time. 
Jacobs is not always as ex­ 
plicit as many might wish in 
suggesting remedies. He does 
recommend 
some 
steps 
in­ 
cluding a broad one that the 
minorities and the poor be given 
a stronger voice in their own 
futures. He does urge a more 
coordinated, more general ap­ 
proach in attacking the prol> 
lems of poverty and discrimina­ 


tion. He does advocates also a 
stronger, more humane leader­ 
ship and a more concerned, 
more enlightened public. 
What is really needed is a 
basic change in American think­ 
ing 
about its poor and 
its 
minorities, he asserts. Then, 
with 
that 
adjustment 
made, 
perhaps we will be ready to 
work out the specifics of the 
programs that will prevent the 
future Wattses, New arks, l)e- 
troits. 
Books such as Jacobs’ provide 
at least a nudge in that direc­ 
tion, providing, of course, that 
enough of the right people read 
them.

Winter brings with it the di>r- 
niant plant planting season in 
Marin. 
This fact means more to the 
novice gardener once he un­ 
derstands 
two 
things: 
First, 
some of our favorite shrubs and 
trees are best planted during 
their dormancy when they can 
be safely planted bareroot, and 
secondly these same shrubs and 
frees are usually less expensive 
in bareroot or balled and wrap­ 
ped in burlap. 


ROSES LEAD the parade of 
favorites available in bareroot. 
form 
and 
leading 
the rose 
parade this year are three win­ 
ners of the coveted All America 
Rose Selections award. 
(See 
story elsewhere on this page.) 
Roses, however, are by no 
means the only popular flower­ 
ing shrubs best planted during 


their dormancy. F l o w e r i n g 
quince, weigela, golden bells, 
lilac, mock crange and a variety 
of deciduous magnolias are also 
best planted in winter. 
Among the vines, wisteria and 
most clematis should also go in. 


NOR ARE shrubs the only 
plants 
available 
in 
bareroot 
form. Deciduous flowering trees 
such as flowering cherries and 
p l u m , crabapples, flowering 
peaches and dogwood will all be 
found 
in nurserymen’s show 


yards now. So will shade trees 
such as maples and locusts, 
sweet gum and birches, to name 
but a few. 


In the home orchard, prac­ 
tically all fruit tret's are best 
planted as young bareroot whips 
— peaches, apples, nectarines, 
plums, 
pears 
and 
cherries. 
Likewise almonds and walnuts. 
For enthusiasts, grapes and 
berries are also available. 


WHEN PLANTING a bareroot 
shrub or tree, spread the roots 
over a cone of soil in the plan­ 
ting hole and gradually fill in 
with loose topsoil, packing it 
firmly with your foot when the 
hole is filled. 


Many of the young bareroot 
plants will need some pruning at 
planting 
time. 
Ask 
y o u r 
nurseryman to show you how 
and how much to prune.

Before The Painting Comes The Patching 


Here's How To Go About 
That Important Chore 


Lucky indeed is Ur1 home 
owner who decides to paint one 
of the rooms in his house and 
does not have to do any plaster 
patching ahead of time. 
Of course, he can skip the 
patching if lie wishes. But. it 
there are any cracks, holes or 
openings of any kind in the 
plaster, neglecting them before 
painting will only result in an 
amateurish effect when the job 
is completed. 


BETTER TO spend a little ex­ 
tra time in closing the gaps in 
Ur wall and be certain, at the 
very least, of winning tlR ap­ 
probation of the lady of Ur* 
house — or Ur man of the 
house, since women do so much 
interior painting these days. 
Plaster patching m a t e r i a l 
usually comes in the form of a 
powder which requires mixing 
with water before using. When 
mixed to the consistency oi 
dough, it is applied with a putty 
knife or similar tool. 
However, 
in 
the 
case 
of 
hairline 
cracks, 
Ur 
mixture 
should be a little more watery 
so that it can be pressed into the 
tiny openings 


W HILE 
PATCHING 
plaster 
dries fairly quickly, it does not 
dry as rapidly as plaster of 
paris. 
which 
also comes 
in 
powdery form. Some persons 
make a 5bT>0 mixture of the two 
and find it very effective. 
Nothing or nobody can tell you 
as much about Ur* proper drying 
time as Ur* instructions cm Ur* 
container of whatever product 


you purchase* 
Possibly the most important 
thing 
about 
patching 
is the 
necessity of wetting down Ur* 
area to be repaired. Wet the* 
opening thoroughly, then apply 
the plaster. After the patch has 
set. wet it down again. 


THE PATCH must be* covered 
with a sealer or primer before 
repainting the entire wall or 
trying to match the patch with 
Ur* result of the surface. 
When 
the 
opening 
in 
tin* 
plaster is anything more* than a 
hairline crack, it must be un­ 
dercut to prevent the patch from 
falling out when it has dried. 
Undercutting involves 
making 
Ur* edges of the plaster slant in­ 
ward. so that the opening is 
wider at the bottom than at the 
top. Be sure all loose bits ol 
plaster are removed. tlR*n soak 
the opening with clear water 
and go ahead with the patching. 
When a large gap must be fill­ 
ed. it is sometimes better to do 
it in two stages. 


APPLY 
THE 
p a t c h i n g 
material so that it doesn’t quite 
come to the surface. iRt it set 
completely. Now apply more 
plaster, bringing it the tiniest 
fraction of an inch above the 
surface. 
Wlien it is dry, sand H even 
with the surface and wet it 
down. Later, apply tlie primer 
and, when that is dry, go ahead 
with the painting. 
Yes, it’ll take more time than 
if you went ahead and slapped 
on Ur paint But it’s well worth 
a 


.

Retains Friendly 


Charm Of Fireplace 


If asked to name the most im­ 
portant elements in a com­ 
fortable house, a majority of 
families would rank the hearth 
wall at or near the top of the 
list. 
It seems that, no matter Itow 
humble it may be or what its 
style, a house needs a fireplace 
! to really be a home. 


Many families have discover- 
I ed, however, that it’s perfectly 
I possible to break with tradi- 
I tional 
a p p e a r a n c e without 
I destroying the hearth wall’s in­ 
herent warm friendliness. 


FROM THAT discovery has 
I sprung a wealth of exciting 
fireplace designs which, in turn. 
J have given rise to a refreshingly 
I new look in the living room. The 
I feeling is more open, free and 
p personal. 
Usually the “ 
n e w - l o o k " 
I 


fireplaces are set out from the 
wall rather than being recessed. 
Result: elimination of the usual 
wall trappings of moldings and 
built-ins, and a sense of unen­ 
cumbered space. 


Among the amazing variety of 
prefabricated fireplaces avail­ 
able today, there’s something 
for everyone. But for those who 
still wish custom design, it’s 
also possible to build a fasci­ 
nating fireplace. 


FOR HIS OWN home, one 
architect designed a firebox of 
i ed brick and set U on an ankle- 
high hearth of sealed, polished 
buff brick. Then, with wood 
framing, he built another box 
around the firebox to form sides 
and a finished top which is used 
much like a mantel. 
Sides of the outer box stand 
two feet away from the firebox, 
making open niches where logs 
and kindling may be stacked 
The 
outer 
box 
was 
t hen 
plastered and painted white. 
Chimney for the fireplace is 
olive-painted metal, 
its color 
matching the shade used for 
decorative trim and accessories 
throughout the living room. 


TO COMPLEMENT the long, 
box-like fireplace, the arcliitect- 
owner had the wall immediately 
behind paneled with 
western 
hemlock boards, using a tongue- 
and-groove flooring grade. The 
straight-grained hemlock boards 
were 
laid 
horizontally 
and 
finished clear. 
The 
wood's coloring 
is 
a 
golden beige, its s t r a i g h t 
graining giving a faintly striped 
effect to the wall. 
The hemlock boards were then 
repealed as panel mg on other 
wall surfaces in the room.
